Maple Trees 
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-How do your maple trees 
look? 

Some residents of Lake 
County have been calling Lake 
County Extension Advisor Ray 
Nicholas in Grayslake with such 
comments as: 

"My maple trees look like 
they have marshmallow on 
them; the trees look like they 
were strung with popcorn, or 



that there are masses of cotton 
covering many of the twigs and 
branches." 

Some homeowners say the 
leaves of the maple trees look, 
like they have measles, or that 
they are covered with warts. 

Hie cottony appearing sub- 
stance is caused by an insect 
known as cottony maple scale. 

A scale insect is flat like a fish

scale and attaches itself to the 
branches. The partly grown, 
brown, oval female, about an 
eighth of an inch in diameter, 
overwinters on a twig or 
branch. She grows rapidly in 
the spring and lays many eggs 
in the mass of cottony threads 
produced in her body. 

When the eggs hatch in June 
or July the tiny scales move to 
the' leaves where they suck food 
from the leaf tissue. . 

As, a result of this feeding 
some leaves may drop pre-:~ 
maturely, but usually not in 
sufficient quantity to harm the 
trees. They are seldom a 
problem two successive years 
. in a row because parasites and 
predators will, control them. . ;j 

Where infestation. js extreme- 
ly great, they can be controlled 
by spraying in- late June or 
early^JuljrwhenrtheTeggs arc 
hatching. , 

Sprays applied before the 



eggs hatch will not be effective 
in controlling the scale insects. 
One may also apply a dormant 
oil emulsion in late fall or early 
spring. 

ANTIOCH VILLAGE trustee 
William H. Seemann said: 

"We sprayed last year at the 
correct time, and we sprayed 
every silver leaf maple on 
village property and private 
property. Buj) we still seem to 
have the problem." 

Seemann 'said he is going to 
have the county's conservation 
experts and extension advisor 
come to Antioch to assess the 
extent of the village's problem. 

"We're looking for informa- 
tion as to what further steps we 
might take in late June , and 
early July when the eggs 
hatch," Seemann said, "I want 
-to see how extensive -this-is-hv 
the village of Antioch and we 
want an assessment of the 



damage done. Also, the damage 
that can be done to the silver 
leaf maples and other soft- 
wooded trees." 

The spraying of the chemical, 
maiathion, is done with a 
snorkel extending from a heavy 
machine. 

LAST YEAR at this time 
Antioch was seriously con- 
cerned about the cottony maple 
scale destroying 'the village's

Three state representatives, including Cal Skinner Jr. 
(R-Cryetal Lake), have called for a through study of other 
states* experiences with self-service gasoline stations before 
any action on the issue is taken by the Illinois General. 
Assembly , ;. 

In a resolution filed in the House of Representatives, the 
three legislators called for its research arm, the Legislative 
Council, to determine: 

•the effect, if any, that self-service gasoline sales will have 
on the price of gasoline; 

• the benefits and detriments to the consumer that 
self-service sales would bring; . 

- the effect such sales will have on the small Independent 
businessmen who generally run service; 

- the effect of self-service stations oh the further vertical 
integration of the oil industry; and 

-any significant experiences other states have had as a 
result of self-service gasoline sales. 

EVEN THOUGH ILLINOIS is one of only four states that 
do not allow self-service gasoline sales, and though many 
powerful oil companies are lobbying for legalization in this 
state, a thorough study of the practice should be made first; 

Similarly, the state fire marshall should do nothing to 
unilaterally approve self-service, gasoline sales until a 
complete investigation can be made, 

In this matter, as in every other, the legislature must try to 
maximize the public interest over the long run, rather than 
just looking at what may be a short-term price cut. : 

We Ought to know whether or not it is likely that an initial 
reduction hi the price of gasoline at self-service gas stations 
will be permanently lost during the next oil embargo. 

•One thing is for certain : a lot more is at stake than safety.

best; I think the events connect- 
ed with Cambodia's seizure of 
the American merchant ship 
Mayaquez in May of .1975 would 
play an important role. Since 
our country had just suffered 
defeat in South Vietnam, all 
Americans - indeed, the entire 
world - waited to see what the 
President of the United States 
would do. 

After a. reasonable number of 
hours, it became evident that 
neither diplomacy nor any other , 
peaceful means would effect the 
release of the vessel ; so • 
President Ford put into action 
the only instrument of national 
policy left to him - the use of 
force. He dispatched marines, 
the navy, and planes for air 
cover to recover the Mayaguez, 
and this was speedily accom- 
plished with an absolute mini- 
mum number of men killed or ' 
wounded. 

- The nation was over Joyed to 
realize that America had the 
leadership and the courage in 
that leadership to do what was 
necessary to protect American 
property and American lives. 

AND YET, almost every day 
for weeks following that inci- 
dent columnist after, columnist, 
commentator after commenta- 
tor, seemed to bemoan the fact 
that the United States had been 
the victor in the encounter. 

I never dreamed as I was 
growing up in this country that I 
would live to see the day when 
any American would demean a 
successful action by its leader- 
ship. But I have seen it, as have 
millions of other Americans, 
and I believe I am safe in saying 
that they share my utter disgust j 
with those whose obvious intent ; 
is to denigrate our country. 

To my generation - and I'm 



sure to all generations , that 
preceded it - the whole idea that « 
we might have seen America at 
it best is an almost' inconceiv- 
able idea. 

It is a haunting thought witfr 
just enough visible validity to 
make me shiver a little - even 
though the mere articulation of 
it runs smack-dab into the solid 
wall of my optimism at 
country, its people, and their 
common strength.
